SUPERSEDI NG I NDI CTMENT

THE GRAND JURY CHARGES THAT:
COUNT_ONE
1. At all tinmes material to this Indictnent:

a. Defendant JAMES R NI CHOLS, a resident of Carson,
California, falsely represented hinself to be the executor of an
estate in New York of an individual naned John Bowers, falsely
represented to be a nulti-mllion dollar estate with a
significant nunber of autonobiles and other notor vehicles for
sal e at bargain prices, nost cormmonly to individuals of religious
faith. Defendant N CHOLS nmuai nt ai ned personal bank accounts in
California to receive funds from purchasers who believed they
wer e purchasi ng autonobil es and ot her notor vehicles fromthe
estate.

b. Defendant ROBERT GOVEZ, a resident of Long Beach,
California, and a professional ganbler, falsely represented
hinself to be the heir to the estate of John Bowers as the
adopt ed son of John Bowers. Defendant GOVEZ received funds from
Def endant NI CHOLS, obtained from purchasers of autonobiles and
ot her nmotor vehicles, and converted these funds to casino gam ng
chi ps at ganbling casinos and clubs in California.

c. Defendant GAENDOLYN BAKER, a resident of Bartlett,
Tennessee, was an associ ate of Defendants N CHOLS and GOMVEZ, whom
she often referred to as her godsons, falsely represented to
i ndi vidual s that there were autonobiles and other notor vehicles

for sale by the Bowers estate. Defendant BAKER cont act ed
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I ndi vi dual s who wanted to purchase autonobiles and other notor
vehicles primarily through her contacts in churches and ot her
religious groups throughout the United States. Defendant BAKER
recei ved sone of the funds from purchasers through an i ndividual
bank account in her own name, sone of the funds through a

busi ness account in the name, “Auto Enporium” and sone of the
funds through two joint personal accounts w th Defendant N CHOLS
i n Lakewood, California.

d. Defendant CORI NNE CONWAY, a resident of
H gginsville, Mssouri, operated an organi zati on naned The
Virtuous Wonen International Mnistry, which had contacts with
churches and religious groups throughout the United States.

Def endant CONWAY i ntroduced Defendant BAKER to individuals in
t hese churches and religious groups to pronote the selling of
aut onobi | es and ot her notor vehicles fromthe Bowers estate.
Def endant CONWAY recei ved funds from numerous purchasers and
forwarded t he purchase noney to Defendant BAKER, and Def endant
CONVWAY al so received substantial ampunts of comm ssions from
purchasers for her own use and benefit.

e. The autonobiles and ot her notor vehicles which were
offered for sale were sonetines referred to as “mracle cars,”
referring to the representation that the autonobiles and ot her
notor vehicles were offered at bargain prices to reward people
for their religious faith, or sonetines sinply as “estate cars,”
referring to the estate of John Bowers, which was generally

represented to be an estate worth several hundred mllion dollars
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in the State of New York which was offering the autonobiles or
ot her notor vehicles for sale.

f. There was no estate of John Bowers in New York or
any other state offering autonobiles or other notor vehicles for
sale, and there were actually no autonobiles or other notor
vehicl es for sale through this estate.

2. Between on or about Cctober 1, 1998, until the date of
return of this Indictnent, at Kansas City, in the Wstern
District of Mssouri, and el sewhere, Defendants JAMES R N CHOLS,
ROBERT GOVEZ, GAENDCOLYN BAKER, and CORI NNE CONWAY and ot hers
known and unknown to the Grand Jury, did knowingly and willfully
conbi ne, conspire, confederate and agree to commt offenses
against the United States, through a schene to defraud numerous
I ndi vi dual s who provided funds to the defendants for the purchase
of autonobiles or other notor vehicles, that is: to know ngly
transport, transmt and transfer, and cause to be transported,
transmitted and transferred, in interstate conmerce, noney in the
amount of $5,000 or nore, that is, checks and wire transfers from
i ndi vidual s for the purchase of autonobiles or other vehicles
fromthe estate of John Bowers, defendants knowi ng that the noney
represented by those checks and wire transfers had been stol en,
converted, and taken by fraud, in violation of Title 18, United
St ates Code, Section 2314.

3. It was a part of the conspiracy and schene to defraud
t hat Defendants JAMES R N CHOLS, ROBERT GOVEZ, GANENDOLYN BAKER,

and CORI NNE CONVWAY know ngly made and caused to be nmade nunerous
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material fal se and fraudul ent representations and prom ses to
i ndi vi dual s, Defendants NI CHOLS, GOVEZ, BAKER, and CONWAY know ng
that the representations and pronises were naterially fal se and
fraudul ent when made, including the foll ow ng:

a. There was an estate of an individual named John
Bowers with several hundred mllion dollars in assets, including
nunmer ous autonobil es and ot her notor vehicles.

b. John Bowers was the owner of the engineering
di vision of M ssion Foods of Irvine, Texas, and had accunul at ed
substanti al anmounts of personal wealth through M ssion Foods.

c. Defendant GOVMEZ was the adopted son of John Bowers
and the sole heir to the estate.

d. Defendant NI CHOLS was the executor of the John
Bowers estate and responsible for selling the autonobiles and
ot her notor vehicles.

e. Through his estate, John Bowers wanted to reward
i ndi vidual s of religious faith by selling autonobiles and ot her
not or vehicles at bargain prices.

f. Lists distributed to individuals, churches,
and ot her organi zations, primarily through Defendant BAKER,
represented that actual autonobiles and other notor vehicles were
avai | abl e for purchase at the prices stated on the lists.

g. Individuals could not get information on the estate
of John Bowers because of a “gag order” entered by the probate

j udge overseeing the estate of John Bowers.



h. Defendants BAKER and N CHOLS personally represented
to purchasers that they had seen the autonobil es and ot her notor
vehi cl es belonging to the estate.

i. Falsified docunentation provided to purchasers from
an aut onobil e deal ership in southern California represented that
t he deal ership was servicing the autonobiles and ot her notor
vehi cl es belonging to the estate.

j. Oher falsified docunentation provided to
purchasers froma towing and storage facility in southern
California represented that the facility was storing the
aut onobi | es and ot her notor vehicles belonging to the estate.

k. The estate was offering the autonobiles and other
not or vehicles for sale at bargain prices for tax benefits to the
estate.

| . The noney from purchasers woul d be used to purchase
t he aut onobil es and ot her notor vehicl es.

m  The noney from purchasers woul d be sent to accounts
of the John Bowers estate to be held in escrow until the
aut onobi |l es or other notor vehicles could be delivered to the
pur chasers.

n. The autonobiles and other notor vehicles offered
for sale would be delivered by certain specific dates, which kept
getting extended.

0. Delays in the adm nistration of the estate caused
the delay in delivery of the autonobiles and other notor vehicles

to purchasers.



4. It was a further part of the conspiracy and schene to
defraud that Defendants BAKER, N CHOLS, GOMEZ, and CONWAY each
knew that the one or nore of the foregoing material false and
fraudul ent representati ons and prom ses were being nmade to
pur chasers of autonobiles and ot her vehicles by various
i ndividual s to induce the purchasers to provide noney to the
Def endants for autonobiles and other notor vehicles which did n
exi st.

5. It was a further part of the conspiracy and schene to
defraud that Defendant BAKER was primarily responsible for
obtaining individuals in various states to hel p her make contac
I n churches and other organizations to solicit purchasers of
aut onobi | es and ot her notor vehicles. Sone of these contacts,
who were sonetines referred to as “finders”, charged purchasers
commi ssions for arranging the sales in addition to the purchase
prices of the autonobiles and other notor vehicles. There were
finders throughout the United States, including the State of
M ssouri .

6. It was a further part of the conspiracy and schene to
defraud that Defendant CONWAY pronoted the sal e of autonobiles
and other notor vehicles fromthe Bowers estate by personal
representations to individuals in churches and other religious
groups, by promoting Defendant BAKER to these individuals, and
receiving funds fromother “finders” throughout the United

St at es.
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7. It was a further part of the conspiracy and schene to
defraud that Defendant NI CHOLS, falsely representing hinself to
be the executor of the estate of John Bowers, would nmeet with
purchasers fromtine to tine and assure themthat the autonobiles
and ot her notor vehicles would be delivered to the purchasers at
some date in the future.

8. It was a further part of the conspiracy and schene to
defraud, that noney from purchasers would commonly be transferred
fromfinders in various states, including Defendant CONWAY in the
Western District of Mssouri, to Defendant BAKER in Menphis,
Tennessee, and that Defendant BAKER woul d then transfer the noney
from purchasers to accounts in California controlled by
Def endants NI CHOLS and BAKER

9. It was a further part of the conspiracy and schene to
defraud, that noney from purchasers was al so sent directly to
accounts in California controlled by Defendants N CHOLS and BAKER
wi t hout goi ng through the Tennessee accounts.

10. It was a further part of the conspiracy and schene to
defraud, that Defendant N CHOLS would transfer funds fromthe
California accounts to various ganbling clubs and casinos in
Sout hern California, where Defendant GOVEZ woul d convert the
funds into ganbling chips, or where Defendants GOVEZ or NI CHOLS
woul d nmake deposits to their players accounts.

11. It was a further part of the conspiracy and schene to
defraud, that Defendants BAKER, N CHOLS, GOVEZ, and CONWAY woul d

convert the noney from purchasers to their own use and the use of
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others, including but not limted to the foll ow ng:

a. Defendant BAKER provided herself with a salary
of approxi mately $20,000 to $30,000 per nonth for her role in
handl i ng the noney from purchasers.

b. Defendant GOVEZ converted substantial anounts of
the noney from purchasers to his own use at various ganbling
casinos in the Los Angeles, California area. After Defendant
NI CHOLS received funds from purchasers at various California bank
accounts, Defendant NI CHOLS transferred over $6, 800,000 between
Cct ober 1999 and February 2002, to Defendant GOVEZ, who received
t hese funds through various ganbling casinos in Southern
California and converted the funds into ganbling chips to nake
further tracing of the proceeds of the schene nore difficult.

c. Defendant N CHOLS converted substantial anounts of
funds from purchasers by checks payable to cash or to one of the
banks receiving funds from purchasers for his own use and
benefit, converting over $1, 300,000 between Septenber 1999 and
February 2001. Defendant NI CHOLS al so purchased nunerous
aut onobi | es and notorcycles for his own use and benefit, using
funds from purchasers who believed they were purchasing
autonobil es fromthe John Bowers estate. The total purchase
prices of the autonobiles and notorcycl es, which were purchased
bet ween Sept enber 1999 and June 2000, was over $250, 000.

Def endant NI CHOLS al so used substantial anpunts of funds to nake

deposits to his players account at ganbling clubs or casinos.



d. Defendant CONWAY accounted for approxi mately
$6, 000, 000 in receipts from purchasers, both fromresidents in
the Western District of Mssouri and in other parts of the United
States. In addition to the purchase noney, Defendant CONVWAY
recei ved approxi mately $1,171, 000 in comm ssions and fees from
purchasers, and paid approximately $213,000 in refunds fromthese
funds, resulting in approxi mately $958,000 in net fees and
conmmi ssi ons to Defendant CONVWAY

12. It was a further part of the conspiracy and schene to
defraud, that when certain purchasers requested refunds of noney
whi ch they had provided for the purchase of autonobiles or other
notor vehicl es, Defendants BAKER, N CHOLS, GOMVEZ, and CONVAY
woul d obtain noney from additional purchasers to generate the
funds needed to nmeke the refunds.
13. It was a further part of the conspiracy and schene to

defraud, that Defendants BAKER, N CHCLS, GOVEZ, and CONVWAY

(a) obtained and caused to be obtai ned approxi mately
$19, 450, 000 from i ndi vi dual s throughout the United States for the
pur chase of over 7,000 autonobiles and ot her notor vehicles; of
t hi s amount approxi mately $1, 300, 000 was from purchasers in the
State of M ssouri, who believed they were purchasing
approxi mately 600 aut onobiles and ot her notor vehicl es;

(b) rmade and caused to be nmade approxi mately

$7, 080,000 in refunds to various individuals who had requested
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such refunds for failure to obtain delivery of the autonobiles
and ot her notor vehicles on a tinely basis as proni sed by the
Def endant s; and

(c) obtained net proceeds of approxi mtely $12, 370, 000
for the purchase of autonobiles and other notor vehicles.

14. It was a further part of the conspiracy and schene to
defraud, that Defendants BAKER, N CHOLS, and GOMEZ conducted and
caused to be conducted various types of financial transactions to
di sgui se where the purchasers’ funds were being sent, including
transferring funds through various accounts and into ganbling
cl ubs and casinos to purchase ganbling chi ps and nmake paynents on
pl ayers accounts.

15. It was a further part of the conspiracy and schene to
defraud that Defendants BAKER, N CHOLS, GOMEZ, and CONVWAY
conceal ed and attenpted to conceal and hide the nature and
obj ects of the conspiracy and schene to defraud, including but
not limted to, making continued fal se and fraudul ent
expl anati ons and reassurances to purchasers of autonobiles and
ot her notor vehicles concerning reasons for delays in delivery
dat es.

16. It was a further part of the conspiracy and schene to
defraud that Defendants BAKER, N CHOLS, GOVEZ, and CONVWAY
conceal ed and attenpted to conceal their receipt and use of funds
from purchasers of autonobiles and other notor vehicles by
failing to report funds which they received and used to the

| nt ernal Revenue Servi ce.
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17. In furtherance of the conspiracy and to effect the
objects thereof, in the Western District of M ssouri and
el sewhere, Defendants BAKER, N CHOLS, GOVEZ, and CONWAY di d
knowi ngly commit and cause to be commtted the foll ow ng overt
acts, anong others:

OVERT ACTS

_ 1. The Gand Jury realleges and incorporates by reference
the allegations in Counts Two through Fourteen and Si xteen
t hrough Twenty-One of this Indictment as overt acts in
furtherance of the conspiracy.
